Being Promoted 
Through Schools 


Miss Lucille Combs, Miss La- 
verne Johnson and Mrs, Margaret 
Haire, public health nurses con- 
nected with the county unit, open- 
ed Health Week activities in Cof- 
fee County Monday by beginning 
a campaign of visitation to the 
schools in order to examine chil- 
dren reported to have defective 
vision. 

The children examined will re- 
ceive this service upon recommen- 
dation of their teachers, who have 
had them under daily observation, 
Dr. G, L. Weidner, county health 
officer, will check all defective vi- 
sion cases following the nurses’ 
reports, 

Simultaneously during the stat- 
ed period, the health officer will 
give physical examination upon 
recommendation, with case his- 
tories furnished by teachers wher- 
ever possible, 

The chief feature of Health 
Week is the educational program. 
At its March meeting the County 
Council discussed special Coffee 
County health problems which can 
be helped by organized effort. 

These problems are being taken 
up day by day in the classroom 
teaching by the school teachers 
and in special school and commu- 
nity programs with moving pic- 
tures on health subjects and by 
speakers from among the mem- 
bers of the County Council. Nine- 
teen such community programs 
are scheduled. 

Chief emphasis is being placed 
upon sanitation to give a knock- 
cut blow to hookworm disease and 
upon the formation of community 
organizations for continuing the 
fight against rats and Brill’s 
fever. 

Visiting day for parents has 
been arranged when a period for 
personal conferences will follow 
the program, 

The intensive health program 
launched this week is being car- 
ried out in cooperation with the 
County Council,

The March issue of Alabama 
Farm Bureau News carried a let- 
ter from a North Alabama farmer 
which contains some startling 
facts, and while the prices re- 
ferred to in the letter do not ap- 
ply to every section of the coun- 
try, they are most certainly true 
in those areas where all branches 
of labor are thoroughly organized. 

Here is the letter that was ad- 
dressed to the Editor of the Ala- 
bama Farm Bureau News: 


“IT wish to express my appreci- 
ation of your February article of 
Mr. Walter L, Randolph, So truth- 
ful is his description of the farm- 
er's disparity among the groups 
of American labor, 

“1 especially notice the contrary 
statement of Roger Babson in his 
column January 19 that ‘Farmers 
have privileges and subsidies not 
enjoyed by any other group’. This 
misstatement of fact has been al- 
lowed in thousands of dailies, un- 
denied by any editor or senator or 
congressman or other columnist, 

“Labor laws, Tariffs, licenses 
have given privileges to all labor 
except farm labor, has depreceiat- 
ed 50 per cent the farmer’s buy- 
ing power. 

“It takes 18 bushels of corn 
(one acre’s product a year) to pay 
a bricklayer one day. 

“It takes 20 chickens, 3 pounds 
each (7 months’ growth) to pay 
a painter one day. 

“It takes 30 pounds of butter 
(month's supply of a cow) to pay 
a plumber one day, 

“Tt takes a 175-pound hog (8 
months’ feed and care) to pay a 
carpenter one day. 

“Industrial labor gets four 
times as much as farm labor. 

“Native cotton and cotton seed 
pays twice as much freight as 
Brazil from New Orleans to Cin- 
cinnati, 

“Hoping The Farm Bureau will 
continue its growth and may some 
day match other unions, with best 
wishes,

APRIL 30 FINAL DATE TO 
APPLY FOR MATTRESSES 


AUBURN, Ala,—April 30 is the 
final day for Alabama farm fam- 
ilies to apply for mattresses or 
comforts under the cotton mat- 
tress program, announces Etna 
McGaugh, State home agent. 

Ineligible families who receive 
mattresses or comforts under the 
program will be required to pay 
$6.55 for each mattress and $1.35 
for each comforter. If they have 
not been used, they may be re- 
turned without penalty. 

Fach family with an income of 
$500 or less, half of which comes 
from agricultural occupations, is 
eligible to receive one mattress 
and one comfort for each two 
persons in the family, However, 
no family may receive material 
for making more than three mat- 
tresses and three comforts, 


Alabama fertilizer sales are 
slightly lower this year than they 
were to the same date last year. 
As shown by fertilizer tag sales, 
158,800 tons have been sold to date 
this year compared to 172,900

GOLDEN TEXT—What shall I do then 
with Jesus which js called Christ?— 
Matthew 27;22. 


Two nights stand out in the story 
of the life of Christ, and therefore in 
the history of the world. The first 
was His first night on earth—that 
“silent night, holy night’’ of which 
we sing at Christmas, when He was 
born as the babe of Bethlehem. The 
other was His last night on earth, 
Except for the precious hour of fel- 
lowship in the upper room and His 
communion with the Father in the 
agony of Gethsemane, it was a night 
of darkness, denial, and betrayal. 


There were six trials—or mock 
trials—of Jesus, three religious ones 
before Annas, then Caiaphas, and 
then again before the Sanhedrin; 
three political trials, before Pilate, 
then Herod, and Pilate again. At 
the close of this last trial before 
Pilate Jesus stands 


I, Cleared by the Evidence (vv. 
13-17). 
‘ At the first trial before him Pilate 
had declared on the basis of his ex- 
amination that Jesus was ‘Not 
guilty’’ (v. 4). Herod, to whom He 
had been sent, had only played with 
Him (vv. 8-11). What a travesty! 
Now Pilate again presents Him to 
the people as having ‘'no fault.’’ It 
is a striking truth that no man of 
any age has ever been able honestly 
to point to any fault in the life or 
character of Jesus Christ. Think 
that over—unbeliever! 


Now came Pilate’s first step in 
the wrong direction. An accused 
man without guilt should be de- 
clared innocent and released. -But 
Pilate feared the Jews who had al- 
ready made trouble for him with 
Caesar. So he compromised and 
said he would chastise Jesus before 
releasing Him. John Morely was 
right when he said, ‘‘Under some 
circumstances compromise is the 
most immoral word in the English 
language.’’ It gained Pilate nothing; 
in fact, it led to his next step down- 
ward, 


II. Condemned Through Coward- 
ice (vv. 18-25). 

To avoid a disturbance and to keep 
the leaders from complaining to 
Caesar, Pilate gave Jesus into their 
hands with the ‘'sentence that it 
should be as they required’’ (v. 24) 
when they cried “Crucify Him!” 


Pilate was in a difficult place, but 
that does not excuse him. It is in 
the hard and trying place that a 
man should stand for the right, 
come what may. Too many of those 
who profess to follow Christ are 
afraid to stand up for Him in the 
hour when men deny Him. Some 
unbelievers are fearful about declar- 
ing their allegiance to Him, because 
they fear the opposition of men. 


Where is our courage, our manli- 
ness? Have we lost the moral stam- 
ina of our pioneer forefathers, the 
religious conviction of our Christian 
fathers and mothers? Pilate was a 
coward, and we are ashamed of 
him. Let us not be cowardly and 
make Christ ashamed of us (read 
Matt. 10:32, 33). 


Ill. Crucified with Malefactors 
(vv. 32-34a). 


The details of and circumstances 
surrounding the crucifixion are of 
deep interest to every Christian. 
We stand with Luther and weep as 
we see Christ’s unspeakable agony, 
not only of body but of spirit, and 
we cry as did Luther, ‘For me, 
for me!’’ How can any believer con- 
template the cross and withhold self, 
substance, or service from Christ? 


Equally earnest and heart-search- 
ing is the message of the cross to 
the unbeliever. He knows he is a 
sinner (Rom. 3:23), he knows that 
“the wages of sin is death’’ (Rom. 
6:23), and he knows that “neither 
is there salvation in any other, for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved” (Acts 4:12), 
Here at the cross he meets that one 
‘who his own self bare our sins in 
his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed” (I Pet. 2:24). 


There were two malefactors who 
were crucified with Him (v. 32), and 
one railed at Him. The other said, 
“Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom’’; and Je- 
sus said to him, ‘Today thou shalt 
be with me in paradise”’ (Luke 23:39- 
43). Unbeliever, will you not just 
now take the eternal life which Je- 
sus died to make possible for you? 

Loving His enemies to the last, 
our Lord prayed for the forgiveness 
of those who thus despitefully used 
Him. What matchless grace! One 
wonders how many of them by re- 
pentance for their deeds made it 
possible for that prayer to be an- 
swered. That door of redemption 
stanes open today for every one 
who up to now has crucified the Son 
of God afresh (Heb. 6:6) by sin and 
unbelief.

in value by reason of special bene- 
fits derived from said improve- 
ments; to provide for the adoption 
of plans, specifications and surveys 
of the work to be included in said 
improvements, and estimates of 
the costs thereof; to describe the 
streets, avenues or highways pro- 
posed to be graded, paved, drain- 
ed, curbed and guttered; to pro- 
vide for the setting of a date for 
a meeting of the City Council of 
said City to hear any objections or 
remonstrances that may be made 
to said improvements, the manner 
of making the same, or the char- 
acter of material or materials to 
be used; and to designate the of- 
fice where the detailed drawings, 
plans, specifications, surveys and 
estimates shall be filed, and where 
the property owner who may be 
affected by such improvements 
may see and examine the same, 
and to designate a superintendent 
to have charge of the construc- 
tion of said improvements; and, to 
provide for the making ‘of such 
improvements by the City itself, 
and without letting contract there- 
for, to the extent that the City 
shall furnish a part of the mate- 
rials to be used, expense of pre- 
liminary and other surveys, and 
the inspection and superintendence 
of the work, and the printing and 
publishing of the notices, resolu- 
tee and ordinances required by 
law, including notice of assessriént, 
and the cost of preparing bonds 
énd interest on money borrowed 
curing the progress of the work, 
or on bonds when the bonds have 
been issued in anticipation of the 
collection of the assessments, and 
all other expenses necessary for 
the completion of said improve- 
ments, except such materials, 
work and labor involved in such 
improvement as will be furnished 
by Works Progress Administra- 
tion; and, to provide for the proper 
publication of this ordinance, 


Be It Ordained by the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
in Regular Adjourned Session 
Assembled, on this the 10th day 
of March, 1941, as Follows: 


SECTION 1 


That the City Council of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, has de- 
termined to make improvements 
to certain of its streets, avenues 
or highways, said improvements 
to consist of grading, paving, 
draining, curbing and guttering 
the same, and to provide the nec- 
essary funds for the making of 
said improvements by assessing’ a 
part of the cost and expenses 
thereof against the real property 
abutting on the portion of said 
several streets, avenues or high- 
ways so improved, the said assess- 
ments not to exceed the amount 
of the increased value of the prop- 
erty by reason of the special bene- 
fits derived from said improve- 
ments, 


SECTION 2 


That the estimated cost of said 
improvements to the City of Blba, 
Alabama, is the sum of $41,808.00. 


SECTION 3 


That the nature and extent of 
the work involved in said improve- 
ment shall be the grading, drain- 
ing, paving, curbing and gutter- 
ing of streets, avenues or high- 
ways, as follows: Collier Street; 
Buford Street; Putnam Street; 
Rushing’ Street; Yelverton Street; 
Factory Street, except that por- 
tion thereof extending from Davis 
Street to Simmons Street; Court 
Street, except that portion there- 
of extending from Davis Street to 
Simmons Street; Claxton Street, 
beginning at the intersection of 
said Claxton Street with Putnam 
Street and extending to the point 
where Brantley-Elba Highway and 
Troy-Elba Highway come togeth- 
er, except that portion of said 
Claxton Street extending from Da- 
vis Street to Simmons Street; 
Polka Street; Cordelia Street, be- 
ginning at the point where said 
Cordelia Street ‘intersects with 
Rushing Street and extending 
through intersection of said Cor- 
delia Street with Buford Street; 
Moore Street, eet, beginning at the] project; at the 
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point where said Moore Street in- 
tersects with Davis Street and ex- 
tending through intersection of 
suid uwloore Street and Buford 
Street; Adkinson Street, beginning

Street and extending through the 
iaplersection of Adkinson Street 
and Buford Street; Plant Avenue,

SECTION 4 


That the improvements provided 
for in this ordinance are to be 
amade as & W, P. A, project, the 
Works Progress Administration 
having’ approved the same, and 
nuving agreed to furnish ail work 
und labor involved tlrerein, togeth- 
er with & portion of Lhe materiais 
to be used; and, in determining 
the amount ‘to be "assessed against 
une property abutting said several 
streets, avenues or highways, for 
the payment of the cost of sala 
umprovements, the cost of such 
work, labor and materials as may 
be turmisned py the Works Prog- 
vess Administration in the making 
of said improvements shall not be 
considered by the City Council as 
being cost of said improvements 
to tne said City, it being the in- 
tention of the City Council that 
only such amount of costs and ex- 
penses in the making of said im- 
provements as shall be incurred 
by the City by way of purchase of 
materials, expense of preliminary 
or other surveys, the inspection 
and superintendence of the Work, 
cost ot printing and publishing otf 
notices, resolutions, and ordinunc- 
es required by law, including no- 
tice of assessment, the cost of 
preparing bonds and interest on 
money borrowed during the prog- 
ress of the work or on bonds if 
bonds shail have been issued in 
anticipation of the collection of 
assessments, and all other expenses 
necessary for the completion ov 
said improvements, excluding work, 
tabor and materials furnished by 
Works Progress Administration, 
shall be taken into consideration 
in determining the amount of the

That said improvements shall be 
made by the City of Elba itself, 
without letting any contract there- 
for; and, the said City shall in the 
making ‘of. said improvements use 
all work, labor and materials 
which shall be available to it from 
Works Progress Administration, 


SECTION 6 


That the materials to be used 
in the making of said improve- 
ments shall consist of concrete or 
corrugated metal pipe 15 inch, 18 
inch and 21 inch for storm sewers, 
cement, sand and gravel for curbs 
and gutters, and concrete for 
catch basins and junction boxes, 
and for the paving the material 
shall be sand clay for the base, 
tar prime, hot asphalt, cut-back 
asphalt, slag or gravel and plant- 
mixed seal; the pavement to meet 
Alabama "Highway Department 
specifications dated October 1, 
1939, Also, the improvements shall 
include the planning, engineering, 
publishing, necessary supervision 
of work, and all other items inci- 
dent to the completion of the same. 


SECTION 7 


That the City has caused to be 
prepared full detailed drawings, 
plans, specifications, surveys and 
estimates of the said improvement 
work, and that the same are now 
on file, and open to inspection in 
the Office of the Mayor in the 
City Hall of the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama; and, that said detailed draw- 
ings, plans, specifications, surveys 
and estimates are hereby adopted 
as the drawings, plans, specifica- 
tions, surveys and estimates of the 
said improvement work or project, 
and it is hereby provided that said 
drawings, plans, specifications, sur- 
veys and estimates shall remain 
on file in the said Office of the 
Mayor, and the same shall continue 
te be kept available for inspection 
and examination by all property 
owners whose property may be 
effected by said improvement 
project; and, for the purpose of 


providing supervision for the mak- 
ing of said improvements Joe Jer- 
nigan is hereby designated as the 
superintendent under whose super- 
vision the same shall be made, 


SECTION 8 


That the portion of the cost of 
making the improvements hereby 
provided for which may be in- 
curred or occasioned by way of the 
purchase by the City of Bilba of 
the materials to be used, expenses 
of preliminary and other surveys, 
end the inspection and superin- 
tendence of the work, and the 
printing and publishing of the no- 
tices, resolutions and ordinances re- 
quired by law including notice of 
ussessment, and the cost of pre- 
paring bonds, and interest on 
money borrowed during the prog- 
ress of the work or on bonds if 
bonds shall be issued in anticipa- 
tion of the collection of the assess- 
ments, and all expenses necessary 
for the completion of such im- 
provements, except such as may be 
borne by Works Progress Admin- 
istration, shall be assessed against 
the property abutting the several 
streets, avenues or highways to 
be improved; provided, however, 
that no assessment shall be made 
against any piece of property in 
an amount in excess of the in- 
crease in value thereof by reason 
of the special benefits derived 
from said improvements, 


SECTION 9 


That the City Council of the 
City of Biba, Alabama, will meet 
on the 7th day of April, 1941, at 
Seven-thirty P, M, at the Council 
Chamber in the City Hall of the 
said City, to hear and consider 
any and all objections, protests 
and remonstrances which may be 
made or offered by any person or 
persons whose property may be 
affected by said improvements, the 
manner of making the same, and 
the materials to be used; and it 
is hereby provided that proper 
publication of this ordinance, show- 
ing the time and place of holding 
the Council Meeting as above pro- 
vided, be given as is required by 
law,

The properties affected by the 
improvements herein provided for, 
and against which assessment for 
the cost thereof will be made are 
as follows:

DEMAND FOR COTTON 
' HOSE IS INCREASING 


AUBURN, Ala.—Figures releas- 
ed by the National Association of 
Hosiery Manufacturers reveal that 
cotton hose produced in the first 
nine months of 1940 had risen to 
42.2 per cent of all hosiery manu- 
factured. This increase in pro- 
duction of cotton hose is in con- 
trast to a drop in silk hose to 
84.3 per cent, rayon to 18.5 per 
cent, and an increase in wool to 
3.3 per cent of the total hosiery 
production. 

In 1919, cotton hosiery made 
up approximately 72 per cent of 
all women’s hose. By 1937, the 
production of cotton hose had 
dropped to a low of five per cent. 

“The new fashioned lisle hosiery 
is a boon to thrifty women, and 
it features styles and attractive- 
ness as well as thrift,” says Cath- 
erine Haynes, extension clothing 
specialist, ‘This hosiery has been 
placed on the market as a result 
of the conscious effort to stimu- 
late consumption of American 
cotton, 

“The new lisle hose are made 
on full fashioned machines so that 
the leg and foot are made to fit. 

“The hose are knitted from 
tightly twisted mercerized yarns 
in sheers or service weights, in a 
variety of shades, and in plain, 
mesh or lace,

service wear,”

BEST WAY TO PRODUCE 
FRUIT IS OUTLINED 


AUBURN, Ala,—An excellent 
way to increase the production of 
good fruit this year is to fertilize 
all the trees with a complete fer- 
tilizer as soon as growth begins 
and to follow a regular spray 
schedule, advises W. A, Ruffin, ex- 
tension horticulturist, 

“Apples and pears should be 
sprayed, as the buds begin to show 
pink, with a spray made of 50 
gallons of water, 14% gallons of 
concentrated lime sulphur, 1% 
pounds of arsenate of lead and 
three-eighths of a pint of nicotine 
sulphate,” he says. “The second 
spray for these fruits is the same 
as the first and should be applied 
when two-thirds of the petals 
(flowers) have fallen, 

“Peaches and plums should re- 
ceive the first spraying when 
three-fourths of the petals have 
fallen and again in two to three 
weeks. This spray is made by 
mixing 1 pound of arsenate of lead 
and 4 pounds of hydrated lime with 
50 gallons of water.” 


June 15 is the final date for 
Alabama farmers to make their 
intentions known that they plan 
to cooperate in the supplementary 
cotton and food program this 
year. Unless this is done they 
will not be eligible for cotton 
stamps and $3 food conservation 
payments.

In the northern part of Coffee 
County there are thousands of 
acres of land of the type com- 
monly referred to as “fit for noth- 
ing except to hold the world to- 
gether,’ 

if plans made for this area do 
not miscarry (and it is reasonably 
sure that they will not), 1,000 
acres of this desolate region will 
within the next few weeks hold 
1,000,000 pine seedlings in addi- 
tion to its job of keeping the 
world from falling apart. Half 
of that number have already been 
set. The remainder are expected 
to be in the ground before the dor- 
mant season passes, about March 
20, The ultimate reach of the 
plan is reforestation of 15,000 
aeres with slash, long leaf and 
loblolly pine at the rate of 1,000 
trees to the acre, 

The man directly in charge of 
this vast venture in reforestation 
is Roy G, Ellis, formerly a voca- 
tional teacher, now connected with 
the FSA project in this county, 
During his preliminary planning 
and soil survey, which began in 
December, 1940, Mr, Ellis had as 
a Co- -worker a member of the dis- 
trict soil conservation service and 
the seedlings were furnished by 
the SCS, The seedling pines have, 
up-to-date, been set on 24 farms 
owned by FSA in tthe Clintonville 
and Hawridge sections, By the 
time a million seedlings have been 
put out tracts on 40 farms in that 
vicinity will have been included, 


This Is a trial proposition for 
the salvaging of a section whose 
plight is caused by the nature of 
its soils, deep sands for the most 
part. 

It is estimated that these poor 
lands, owned by the FSA, will 
maintain fifty per cent of the 
people living there, provided that 
a careful combining of farms is 
made and means are furnished of 
getting by cheaply. 

This region, when first cleared 
by homesteaders, was filled with 
prosperous families living on pro- 
ductive areas. Gradually, plant 
food was depleted from the sandy 
soil and now it leeches to such an 
extent that only one season’s bene- 
fit can be expected from fertilizer 
placed there and sometimes that 
is sucked through the thirsty 
ground before the crops have done 
their feeding. As one farmer apt- 
ly stated, ‘‘The soda I put around 
my corn enriches the rice crops 
of China.” 

The reforestation work, even in 
the intiial stage, will be a step 
toward the proposed end. Mr. 
Ellis and his co-worker selected 
tracts which would be of no serv- 
ice to the farmer for crop land. 
The families living in the area 
have been used as labor for the 
undertaking. The laborers receiv- 
ed pay for setting the pines, which 
enabled them to require a smaller 
loan for operating their farms. 

It takes abandoned, or idle land, 
five years to reseed itself with 
trees. A directed process will 
speed the program by five years 
and secure a thick stand of valu- 
able pines instead of a scattered 
or tangled growth of undesirables. 


The seedlings are set thickly in 
order that they may “clean” or 
prune themselves by the boughs 
brushing together. Sections where 
nature has done the reseeding al- 
ready will be cleared of unwanted, 
dead or diseased trees by the resi- 
dents of the area, who will be per- 
mitted to use it for fuel, and the 
seedlings will be set among the 
remaining growth. Eventually, 
there will be pines on all the poor 
lands in the northern section of 
the county. 

A preliminary soil survey was 
made of the entire area, and por- 
tions too poor for cultivation, but 
showing some promise of redemp- 
tion, will be planted during Sum- 
mer with crotalaria and in winter 
with blue lupine. Both of these 
soil-builders are cheap and easily 
grown and farmers can save seed 
for replanting. Pastures will be 
developed by planting kudzu and 
livestock grazing will be increased, 
The arable acres, in many in- 
stances, will be cultivated only 
every other year, making possible 
gradual soil building and soil con- 
servation. 

The younger “settlers” and those 
not entrenched too deeply in the 
impoverished soil by roots of sen- 
timent, developed during long 
years of residence, will be moved 
to better farms as places can be 
provided. 

A program of sustenance wil! 
be necessary, with all live-at-home 
practices stressed, Livestock 
growing will be increased in the 
area, larger pastures will be ad- 
vocated and work in the woodland 
will help, 

In from five to ten years the 
seedling pines hold promise of 
pulp wood; in 15 to 20 years they 
may be tapped for turpentine, and 
20 to 30 years from now, as a re- 
sult of selective cutting, they will 
be valuable timber, 

All farms in the area where five 
towers in the Pea River Project 
are located can have fire protec- 
tion at the cost of two cents an 
acre each year. Both FSA lands 
and privately owned farms in the 


territory come under this provision. 

During the first two months un- 
der the plan there have been 16 
fires on FSA lands but the work 
was so well organized that only 
eight acres suffered, 

Thus forest preservation from 
fires and reforestation, through a 
gradual growth, are both advanc- 
ing at a most UN SD speed, 
COFFEE FARMERS PLANTIN G 
1440 ACRES OF KUDZU IN 1941 


Farmers of Coffee County who 
are receiving the cooperation of 
the Wiregrass Soil Conservation 
District are planting approximate- 
ly 140 acres of kudzu this spring, 
according to G, L, Edwards, plan- 
ning technician assigned to Coffee 
County, The largest single plant- 
ng was made by Mr. P. O. Mar- 
lin of the County Line community, 
near Wnterprise, who planted 11 
acres. 

Most of the kudzu plants used 
ou these farms were furnished by 
the Soil Conservation Service. 
However, several thousand plants 
were produced in seed patches or 
bought by the farmers, The plants 
furnished to the farmers were a 
part of the function of the Dis- 
trict in encouraging the use of 
perennial crops for hay and graz- 
ing, and to utilize all crop land 
to the best advantage. 

In adddition to the 60,000 kudzu 
plants, 470,000 pine seedlings have 
been furnished to cooperating 
farmers. Most of the tree seed- 
lings were planted on Farm Se- 
curity farms in the Northeast sec- 
tion of the county. Mr. D, H. 
James, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors of the Wiregrass Dis- 
trict, has planted six acres to 
pines, the largest single planting 
made by an individual landowner. 

Other phases of the district pro- 
gram which have been carried out 
by the farmers are establishing 
seed patches of blue lupine, will- 
amette vetch, and crimson clover, 
constructing slip-scrape terraces, 
seeding permanent pastures, and 
improving the rotation of crops, 
states Mr. Edwards. 

Mr. S. W. Crumpler of near En- 
terprise*has the most promising 
patch of blue lupine, Mr. Robert 
Wise of Kinston has five acres of 
willamette vetch, and Mr. H. F. 
Free, Jr., of the Zion Chapel com- 
munity has constructed seven 
acres of terraces with a slip-scrape, 
These are only a few of the out- 
standing accomplishments of farm- 
ers who are taking advantage of 
the district program, and many 
others have done as much or more 
toward conserving the soil on 
their farms.

SOIL TECHNICIAN URGES 
PLANTING OF LESPEDHZA. 


There should be a considerable 
acreage of lespedeza sericea plant- 
de in this county this spring for 
grazing, hay, erosion control, and 
soil improvement, comments G. L. 
Edwards, planning technician of 
the Wiregrass Soil Conservation 
District, assigned to Coffee County. 


It is suggested by Mr. Edwards 
that at least a small acreage of 
lespedeza sericea be.planted on 
each farm to serve as a seed 
patch for producing seed for in- 
creasing the plantings. 


To insure a good stand of seri- 
cea, break the land in the late 
winter or early spring, apply 
broadcast the equivalent of 400 
pounds of 16 per cent superphos- 
phate per acre, harrow or disc the 
fertilizer into the soil, and allow 
the soil to settle before planting. 
A Culti-packer or spike-tooth har- 
row should be run over the seed- 
bed and 80 to 40 pounds of scari- 
fied lespedeza sericea seed sown 
per acre. No covering is neces- 
sary, 

Neither graze nor mow the seri- 
cea the first year, but beginning 


aS 


with the second year it can be 
grazed or harvested for hay by 
mowing twice a year when the 
plants are 12 to 15 inches high. 
Yields of two tons of hay per acre 
are not uncommon, Seed can be 
harvested when most of the pods 
have turned brown. 

Any of the heavier soils will 
produce sericea and on eroded areas 
that are not too steep it can be 
planted in alternate strips with 
row crops and used for soil im- 
provement and erosion control. 


Under the 1941 AAA program, 
one acre of sericea will draw as 
many credits as an acre of kudzu, 
and a payment of $1.50 per acre 
can be obtained on the soil build- 
ing allowance for the farm.
